Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 14.—The com­ 
mittee on resolutions of the American 
Federation of Labor decided by a 
unanimous vote to recommend to the 
convention the passage of a resolution 
in favor of the establishment of postal 
savings banks. 
There was a great deal of talk among 
the delegates Monday regarding the 
proposed postal savings bank legisla­ 
tion, and the first man is yet to be 
found who is opposed to the proposi­ 
tion. 
The committee also decided to 
recommend for adoption Thomas J. El- 
derkln’s resolution opposing the annex­ 
ation of Hawaii. 
The resolutions set 
forth that such annexation by giving 
franchise to a lot of people wrho are 
now little less than peons would have 
a tendency to degrade American la­ 
bor. 
The meeting of the federation was 
held in the assembly hall of the Ten­ 
nessee house of representatives, and 
the room was decorated with the stars 
and stripes and the flags of other na­ 
tions in honor of the occasion. 
President Gompers appointed S. B. 
Glenn, M. Murphy, S. B. Yarnell, J. P. 
Mulholland and A. Hughes a commit­ 
tee on laws, and until they report the 
convention will be governed 
by the 
rules under which it worked a year 
ago. 
President Gompers then read his re­ 
port, which was referred to a special 
committee. 
He said in part: 
“During the early part of the year 
my attention was called to the fact 
that there was an effort being made 
to divide the labor movement of the 
country on geographical lines. 
This 
was studiously fomented and afterward 
openly avowed. The employing class, 
the wealth possessors, th** corporate 
power of our country, allow no geo­ 
graphical lines to interfere with the 
recognition of the identity of their in­ 
terests. 
In everything that affects 
them alike they stand a unit. 
The 
territory of our country is extensive, 
but not large enough to admit of a 
division of our labor movement. Our 
efforts and our hopes should not be cir­ 
cumscribed by cities, states or geo­ 
graphical divisions of our country; our 
aim should be to unite the workers of 
our continent and to strive to attain 
the unity, solidarity and fraternity of 
the workers of the world.” 
Denouncing government by injunc­ 
tion, he said: 
“Within the last year the evil of 
these injunctions has been more fully 
demonstrated. 
In the miners’ strike 
injunctions were issued made return­ 
able fully seven weeks after the writ 
was issued, evidently with the purpose 
of crippling the efforts of the miners’ 
officials, and our fellow-unionists who 
co-operated with them, in the hope that 
by the time the writ was made re­ 
turnable the strike would be ended. 
Though the injunctions were frequent­ 
ly ignored and violated, the com­ 
panies or the courts deemed it prudent 
to avoid arresting the men for con­ 
tempt. It is but just that the workers 
insist upon being regarded as equals 
before the law, and that in their activ­ 
ity to prevent infringment upon their 
rights, and their hopes and struggles 
to maintain their manhood, extra judi­ 
cial proceedings should not lie against 
them as is now the case by the use, or, 
more 
properly 
stated, abuse of the 
powers of the courts in the issuance of 
writs of injunction.” 
He advocated the appointment of a 
cabinet officer to look after the inter­ 
ests of labor, saying: 
“From the foundation of our govern­ 
ment up to the present day the repre­ 
sentatives of business and commerce 
have had absolute and exclusive repre­ 
sentation in the cabinet and in every 
department of our government. Since

Missionaries Are In Peril. 
London, Dec. 14.—Missionaries and 
travelers in the interior of China are 
believed to be in serious danger. 
Evangelistic circles are disturbed over 
dispatches that the Chinese fanatics 
are exasperated over the action of Ger­ 
many in seizing Kiao-Chou bay. The 
news of that affair has just reached re­ 
mote points in the celestial kingdom, 
and the fact that the occupation, so 
called, was provoked by the murder 
of Christian missionaries tends to en­ 
rage the Chinese against all foreigners, 
commonly called white devils, more 
especially against those who teach the 
new religion. 


Gen. Lee In Danger. 
Havana, Dec. 14.—The American con­ 
sulate is constantly guarded by four 
soldiers of the military police of Ha­ 
vana and two detectives. 
There 
is 
much apprehension in government cir­ 
cles that an attack may be directed up­ 
on the consulate by the uncompromis­ 
ing Spaniards, who are very angry over 
President McKinley’s message. 
La 
Lucha comments upon the message as 
an insult to Spain. La Union, Consti­ 
tutional and El Commercio are daily 
exciting the anger of the Spaniards 
over the message. 


Southern Industries Busy. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Dec. 14.—Despite 
the near approach of the holiday sea­ 
son, which is usually the dullest time 
of the year in industrial circles, trade 
shows little decrease in volume, and 
the Tradesman’s southern correspond­ 
ents report continued activity at the 
mills and factories. Manufacturers are 
still busy with orders booked earlier 
in the year, and are rushing matters 
to catch up with orders that they may 
be ready to take care of the heavy 
trade expected early in 1898. 


University Authorities Land the Fa the r- 
Land—Debate in the Reichstag. 
Berlin, Dec. 14.—A number of civic, 
military and university deputations at 
Kiel waited upon 
Prince 
Henry of 
Prussia Saturday to wish him bon voy­ 
age. The rector of the university said: 
“In all German lands the feeling pre­ 
vails that we are reaching a decisive 
turning point in the history of Ger­ 
many. The German universities, which 
are the nurseries not only of science 
but of patriotism, stand beside the fa­ 
therland whenever its honor or great­ 
ness are at stake.” 
Prince Henry replied: “I enthusias­ 
tically undertake the voyage (to China) 
at the personal instance of the empe­ 
ror, and with the 
consciousness 
of 
thereby contributing 
to Germany’s 
might and greatness.” 
The prince added: “There are rea­ 
sons to hope for a peaceful solution of 
the difficulties with China.” 
In the reichstag Eugene Richter, the 
radical leader, maintained that the af­ 
fair with Haiti proved that the German 
navy was adequate to the demands 
likely to be made upon it. He opposed 
the proposition to increase the allow­ 
ance of the imperial chancellor. Prince 
Hohenlohe, whom he attacked for fail­ 
ing to promise the repeal of the prohi­ 
bition against political associations. 
The chancellor replied that he still 
hoped that before the civil code of 
Prussia was enforced some arrange­ 
ments would be arrived at to repeal 
the prohibition alluded to. 
CUT WAGES ALL AROUND. 


The Treasurers of Cotton Mills Will Suf­ 
fer with the Operatives. 
Fall River, Mass., Dec. 14.—It is 
learned that the manufacturers’ com­ 
mittee which had charge of the details 
of the reduction of the wages of mill 
operatives will recommend that the 
salaries of the treasurers be reduced in 
the same percentage as the wages of 
the employes, and each member of the 
committee has agreed to bring about 
this reduction in the administrative 
cost in his own mill.

Senate and House Rests—Mr. Butler 
Addresses

Washington, Dec. 14.—Senator Ma­ 
rion Butler, of North Carolina, ad­ 
dressed the senate Monday on postal 
savings banks. Senator William E. 
Mason then presented the petition ask­ 
ing the enactment of the postal sav­ 
ings bank bill, which he introduced. 
He informed the senate that the peti­ 
tion had been signed by 662,257 per­ 
sons, and that citizens from almost ev­ 
ery state and territory had signed the 
appeal to congress. The digest of the 
petition was ordered printed. 
Some days ago Senator Butler intro­ 
duced some amendments to the postal 
savings bank bill which he introduced 
at the former session, and on Monday 
spoke to the amendments. 
He talked 
almost an hour, but did not limit him­ 
self to the matter in hand. During his 
address he gave answers to the princi­ 
pal objections which have been raised 
against the establishment of a postal 
savings bank system. 
Congressman Foss introduced a res­ 
olution from the Seaman’s Union ask­ 
ing for the passage of an immigration 
bill. He also presented a resolution 
from the Building Trades Council of 
Chicago protesting against the anti- 
scalpers bill. 
Mr. Lodge (Mass.) made an effort to 
secure an immediate vote upon his im­ 
migration bill, which is substantially 
the same measure that was passed by 
the fifty-fourth congress and vetoed by 
President Cleveland. Mr. Allen (Neb.) 
objected and suggested that the final 
vote on the amendments and the bill 
be taken on Monday, Jan. 17, at 3 p. 
rn. This suggestion was accepted by 
Mr. Lodge, and the order for a vote at 
that time was made. 
Mr. Gorman, 
chairman of the Democratic steering 
committee, presented an order, which 
was adopted, rearranging some of the 
committee assignments of some of the 
Democratic members, made necessary 
by the incoming of some new members. 
A bill granting to settlers the right to 
make second homestead entries was 
passed. 


Little Basin«M In the Home.

REPLYIN ALTON FIGHT. 


Claims of Negroes Denied by toe Mayor 
and Connell. 
Springfield, 111., Dec. 14.—The mayor 
and the city council of the city of Alton 
Monday filed their answer in the Su­ 
preme court to the petition for man­ 
damus filed by certain colored residents 
of that city to compel the board of 
education to admit their children to all 
the schools of the city. 
The answer asserts that the board of 
education has the right to direct what 
school pupils shall attend, and denies 
that any child is entitled to be admit­ 
ted to the most convenient school. The 
answer denies that any teacher teaches 
more than twro grades; that the five 
original 
schools 
are 
called 
white 
schools; that all teachers in the Doug­ 
las and Lovejoy schools are colored 
and teach more than two grades; that 
colored children are required to travel 
farther to school than white children. 
It denies that Minnie and Ambrose 
Bibb were excluded from the Washing­ 
ton school solely on account of their 
color, or that the police force was call­ 
ed on to exclude them for that reason. 


MISSION W0RK_ OF 1897. 


Good Results Accomplished During the 
Year—Total Receipts* •G4!i,<81.0T. 
Boston, Mass., Dec. 14.—ri he Ameri­ 
can board of foreign missions made 
public its eighty-seventh 
annual re­ 
port. 
The 
total 
receipts 
from 
all sources* were $642,781.07. 
The report deals at length with Tur­ 
kish massacres and says that while 
many Christians were killed or fled, 
the number of professing Christians 
exceeds that previous to the outrages. 
The demand for indemnity for losses 
at Harpoot and Marash, amounting in 
all to $100,000, has been pressed, as yet, 
without result. 
“The Christians in 
Bombay have 
been marvelously preserved from the 
plague. 
Among them 
only a few 
cases have occurred. 
No death from 
plague has taken place in the Bombay 
church. 
Dr. Von Allen is building 
one of the finest hospital structures in 
southern India. 
Native women have 
less and less fear of attending a Euro­ 
pean dispensary and are almost as well 
represented as men. 
“This has been by far the most fruit­ 
ful year in the history of the South 
China mission. 
In the 
Foo Chow, 
China, mission, within the last 
two 
years there has been an expansion of 
field and growth in churches, schools, 
and hospital work unparalleled in the 
history of our missions in China. 
There are but five ordained mission­ 
aries and in a field that includes 2,000,- 
000 souls for whom this mission is con­ 
sidered responsible. 
“The problems which face the mis­ 
sionaries in Japan today are entirely 
different from those of 25 years ago. 
The educated Japanese are carefully 
studying the social and religious ques­ 
tions in wThich the scholars of the west 
are interested and always the begin­ 
nings of enlightenment are times of 
doubt and questioning. 
“In Spain the fact that the mission­ 
aries are citizens of a country against 
which there is such 
strong feeling, 
growing out of the Cuban question, 
does not seem to be charged against 
them by most of those 
with whom 
they come into daily contact and re­ 
lations. 
That which perhaps more 
than any other one thing among the 
visible influences that prevail in 
the 
community has served as an obstacle 
to the spread of the gospel in Spain 
has been the well-known and powerful 
ultra-montane sympathies of the queen 
regent. 
The queen regent is a good 
mother, an intelligent sovereign and 
a virtuous queen, but the entire weight 
of her unmeasured influence is thrown 
against everything that savors of the 
evangelical religion.”

most convenient for a bathroom, and 
bunches of vegetables, such as carrots, 
radishes, beets or the like, are quite 
ornamental to hang beside the dressing 
case. These are made of linen or satin, 
stuffed in the shape of the vegetable it 
imitates and then colored with water 
color paint. Threads of coarse linen are 
drawn through irregularly to imitate 
the roots, and the bunch of six or seven 
cushions is suspended by baby ribbons 
of uneven lengths.

them. 
There are many people in the 
state, says the board’s ciicular. who 
would like to adopt or receive on in­ 
denture such children but do not 
know how to proceed and in fact 
many do not know th a t such an insti­ 
tution exists. 
The school is intended 
simply as a elearirg bouse. 
The chi’- 
aren sent there through misfortune or 
neglect are kept o d )y long enough to 
find suitable homes f or them to eater. 
They may be adopted or may be in­ 
dentured until tw enty-one years of 
age, after a reasonable trial, should it 
appear th a t the conditions are favor­ 
able to the best interests of both the 
child and the family. 
T here are now 
about 250 children most c f whom are 
ready to be placed in desirable homes. 
Among them are 75 boys from three 
to e 'g a t years of age, who are espec­ 
ially desirable for adoption.
